Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner indicated thatwith respect to Koenig et al. need to show 
that there is a stnjctural difference between the autologous lymphocytes of the prior art and the claimed invention. 
Applicant proposed amending the claims to indicate specificity for herpes group viruses. Examiner indicated that 
Applicant still would have to show that the prior art was excluded by said limitation. Applicant indicated that activated T- 
lymphocytes were different from LAK or NK lymphocytes and that one the prior art taught use against cancer cells. 
Examiner indicated that the prior art as a whole did disclose or suggest preparation autologous T-lymphocytes as the 
prior art used the same or similar techniques for activation and that any immune cell could be used as well as 
effectiveness against cancer and viruses. Applicant indicated that Nature Medicine taught away from the claimed 
invention. Examiner indicated that the teaching was not sufficient to overcome the rejection as the article indicated that 
there could have been any of a number of reasons for failure and that there was evidence of success against other 
viruses. Applicant proposed providing more references teaching away from the claimed invention and making 
arguments and providing evidence showing that one skilled the art would not look to activation of other types of 
lymphocytes for activation of T-lymphocytes. Examiner indicated that the same would be considered.. 
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
